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Illinois Central Express Rob- 
bed Near Wickliffe, Ky.

PADUCAH, Ky., July 11.—No, 4, the Il- 
linois Central fast train from New Orleans 
to Chicago, was held up and robbed this 
morning at 1:20 o’clock, two miles south of 
Wickliffe, Ky. 

The train was flagged, and when 
stopped the pandits entered the cab. 

The fireman, J. J. Eryisch, was knocked 
in the head with the butt of a Colt’s re- 
volver and seriously hurt. 

The robbers, six in number, cut off the 
engine and express car and ran them a mile 
and a half to Fort Jefferson, near the river, 
and within sight of the Missuori shore. 

Here they blew the express safe and 
secured all the valuables it contained. Then 
they left the engine and looted car and 
crossed into Missouri. 

They dropped one package of $700 on the 
Kentucky side and another package on the 
Missouri side, both of which were recovered 
this morning. 

The robbers overpowered the 
men, made them get off the train, 
not offer to molest any one else 
train, which had a large load of 
gers. 

The train was delayed three hours by the 
holdup. 

This morning a special] train with blood- 
hounds and an afmed posse left division 
headquarters at Jackson, Tenn., for the 
scene and it is understood Missouri officers 
are hot on the robbers’ trail. 

About $10,000 was secured in addition to 
the money dropped. The robbers left part 
of their tools, one rifle and four pistols 
in their flight. 


JUST LIKE OUT WEST. 


Deliberate Attempt to Wreck a Train 
at Philadelphia. 
PHILADBDLPHIA, July 11.—According to 
officials of the Baltimore & Ohio Rallroa« 
a deliberate attempt ta wreck the Wash- 
ington express, bearing $3,000,000 in gold 
ta the sub-treasury in New York, came 
rear being suocessful early today at Fol- 
som, a short distance outside of this city. 
The train consisted of two sleepers, two 
Gay coaches and three baggage cars, and 
left Washington at 11:30 o’clock last night. 
It wes due here at 3:10 gclock this morn- 

ing. 

An open ewitch at Folsom overturned 
the engine and deralied the three baggage 
cars, but no one was injured. 

Examination disclosed the fact that the 
switch had been tampered with for the ap- 
parent purpose of wrecking a train. 

Whether it was done with the intention 
of wrecking the express bearing the cur- 
nency could only be conjectured. 

The railroad officials have placed detec 

‘es on the case and have offered a re- 
ward «if $500 for the arrest or conviction 
of those tampering with the switch. 

It required considerable time to get the 
derailed cars back on the tracks. 
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MUNICIPAL PLAN 
NOW PRUPUS 
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Delegate Kelly Asks for an 
Ordinance. 


SCHEME TO SAVE EXPENSES. 


PLAN BASED ON ESTIMATE SUB- 
MITTED BY MR. M’MATH. 
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Welsbach Company! Gets Contract to 
Illuminate West Section of St. 
Louis With Mantle 
Lamps. 


Alderman Charles F. Kelly Wednesday 
requested the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to prepare a blll appropriateng $30,000 
for the purchase of a municipal electric 
lighting plant to filuminate the City Hall, 
Four Courts and Courthouse. 

Mr. Kelly was m.cved to this action by 
the report of Fresident McMath of the 
Board af Public Improvements, who esti- 
mates the cost of such a plant at $30,000 
and the annual expense of operating it at 
$12,000. 

According to Mr. McMath’s calculations 
this lighting plant would save the city 310,- 
(00 per vear, which saving would, in three 
years, pay the ariginal cost of the plant. 

Mr. Kelly is the member of the House of 
Delegates &vho introduced a resolution that 
President MecMath be requested to make 
the estimate, which was submitted to the 
house Tuesday night. 

“When the appropriation bill, which I pro- 
pose, comes before the house,’ said Mr. 
Kelly, “I shall use all my influence to have 
it no matter what other apprepria; 
tions may have to be cut in comsequence.”’ 

Some time ago he introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the repeal of all street raliway 
franchises held in: St. Louis. 

President McMath of the board of public 
impravements Tuesday night submitted to 
the House of Delegate, in response to a re- 
quest from its members, an estimate of 
what it would cost to construct and main- 
tain at the City Hall a municipal electric 
lighting plant to furnish illumination for 
the City Hall, Fowr Courts and Court 
House. 

Mr. McMath figures that such a plant 
could be established at an expense of $33,000 
and could be maintained for $12,000 annually. 
As it costs the city $22,110.18 to light these 
buildings at present, the city could save 
over $10,000 a year by having its own plant 
or could, in three y@ars, save the cost in- 
curred in its erectiom. 

Mr. McMath says‘he realizes that the city 
is not yet prepared to go into the municipal 
lighting business on a large scale, but, he 
says, be sees no reason why it should not 
proceed to the erection of the City Hall 
plant at once. He also recammends the es, 
tablishment during the present fiscal year 
of a similar plant to light the waterworks 
stations in North St. Louis and next yea* 
of another plant to furnish illumination for 
the Insane Asylum and the other city in- 
stitutions in the same vicinity, all ta be 
ready for operation by Sept. 1, 1901. 

As stated in the late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday, the board of public im- 
provements awarded the contract to light 
the residence district of the city for the 
remaining portion of the term of 10 yer 2, 
beginnig Jan. 1, 1901, to the Wellsbatn 
Street Lighting Company of Philadelphia. 
The price to be paid is $6.81 per maniel 
lamp per thousand-lamp power. This makes 
the cost per year $27.96 for each lamp, or 
$307,500 for the 11,000 lamps estimated that 
it will be necessary to use. The contract 
ealls for the service to begin Jan. 1, 1901.

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SECRETARY HAY’S NOTE. 

The circular letter sent by Secretary Hay to our repre- 
sentatives abroad states the attitude of the American Govern- 
ment respecting the Chinese trouble. It fully confirms the 
outline already published in the Post-Dispatch. 

Regarding the condition in Pekin as one of virtual an- 
archy, the Secretary declares that the responsible authors of 
wrong done to American citizens will be held to the uttermost 
accountability. It is the purpose of the President to act in 
concert with the other powers in opening communication 
with the capital and rescuing the beleaguered foreigners, in 
guarding American interests and in aiding to prevent a spread 
of the disorders through the’ empire and recurrence of such 
disasters. 

In attail.ing this last result the policy of the government 
will be revealed. But, as Mr. Hay says, it is too early to fore- 
cast the future. Too much depends upon incalculable events. 
However, if is made clear that this government does not de- 
sire to participate in a division of the empire, but seeks only 
impartial trade and commun privileges accorded to all for- 
eigners. 

This is a wise and temperate course, which will doubt- 
less be heartily approved by the vast majority of American 
citizens. But there will be enormous pressure upon our gov- 
ernment both at home and from abroad, to induce them to 
embark in a buccaneering policy. This is the danger.

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WHY WOMEN ESCAPE SUNSTROKE. 


It has been found that women only furnish 8 per cent 
of the total cases of heat prostration. Commenting on this, 
a Chicago writer suggested that the much abused skirts and 
other-articles of women’s clothing may be more suitable for 
summer wear than the garments worn by men. 

It might be urged that the less frequent exposure to the 
sun was one reason Why women sunstroke. There 
is not much in this, however, as it is well known that heat 
prostration often takes place in the shade, the degree of 
heat and physical condition being of more importance than 
exposure to the sun’s rays. 

Probably the real reason why men suffer more from the 
heat is the fact that they indulge in intoxicants and stimu- 
lants to a much greater extent than women do. A _ police- 
man who finds a man prostrated in the street on a hot day 
is prepared to find that he has been indulging in drinks 
stronger than soda water. 

Of course many men wh*® are strictly temperate are over- 
come by the heat, but it is a safe rule to avoid stimulants 
during the hot and busy hours of the day.

Thus the natred of foreigners born of Manchu ignorance 
has been nourished by the selfish folly of Europe.

THE ST. LOUIS PLAYERS DOING 
GREAT WORK THESE DAYS. 


ANOTHER GAME FROM BOSTON. 


Herman Long Made a Play Like the 
One That Won the Championship 
in 1898. : 


Best Jones, the Cardinals’ lone southpaw, 
by magnificent pitching, treated Manager 
Selee’s Boston aggregation to a beautiful 
coat of calcimine in the second game of 
the eeries at League Park on Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 

The final score was 3 to 0. 

The game was one of the best exhibitions 
of the national pastime seen on the local 
grounds this year and was replete with sen- 
sational stops and great catches. 

The Cardinals played baseball in the 
broadest sense of the term. They ran the 
bases, with one exception, in almost fault- 
less style and they advanced each other 
by neat sacrificing and scientific batting 
in a manner that kept the 1500 spectators 
present busy applauding and cheering 
throughout the game, 

Jones’ twirling was the prime feature of 
the extremely brilliant contest. But 30 of 
the visiting players were called upon to 
face him and only five of them reached 
first base in safety, but two got as far as 
Keister’s corner, and not a single one had 
the pleasure of resting on the third sack. 

At no time was the game in danger as 
Jones had his opponents constantly at his 
mercy. He had everything desired by a 
successful box artist, plenty of speed, wide, 
sharp curves and almost perfect control, 


he allowing but one Boston player to ambie 
to the initial sack. 


Long, Wallace and Keister’s sensational 
playing were the fielding features of the 
game, the Boston shortstop carrying off 
the honors by making a wonderful one- 
hand stop and throw of Crigér’s swift 
bounder back of second in the seventh in- 
ning. The ball left Criger’s bat with the 
speed of a minie ball, but the “Flying 
Dutchman” was after it, shoved his gloved 
hand out, stopped the sphere, tossed it to 
his throwing hand and made a perfect 
throw to Tenney, catching the fleet Criger 
with room to spare and all while he was 
on the dead run. The fans rose enmasse 
and with characteristic St. Louis fairness 
cheered the Missourian to the echo. Long 
gracefully acknowledged the appiause by 
continually doffing his cap until the cheer- 
ing had subsided. It was a play similar 
to the one of Tuesday that won the cham- 
pionship for Boston in 1898 from Baltimore. 
Hughey Jennings hit a swift liner that 
looked safe a mile directly over second and 
as there were two men on base and the 
game was to decide the championship it 
looked all up with Boston, but Herman 
Long was at short and he went after the 
ball with the crack of the bat, grabbed 
it in one hand and saved the day and the 
pennant for his team, 


The Cardinals’ playing in the ‘last four 
games played and won at League Park has 
been of the sensational variety. Consecu- 
tive hitting, brilliant flelding and steady 
ball playing have characterized every game 
and all this has been done with MeGraw 
and Heldrick, two of the team’s stars, out 
of the game. If they can keep up thelr 
present gait it will not be long before they 
will be giving the champions a hard race 
to hold the first pasition in the percentage 
column 


Capt. McGraw’s sore finger is healing rap- 
idly and he expeets to resume his position 
in the first game at Cincinnati Friday. 


It will be the Bostons again Wednesday 
and Thursday. “Cy’’ Young and Charley 
Nichols will likely be the twirlers Wednes- 
day and the game should be one of the 
best of the series. 


EMPLOYES ARE ORGANIZING 


Workmen in St. Charles Car Shops 
Were Satisfied Until the Concern 
Changed Management. 


During the last month organizers have 
been quietly at work forming a union of the 
1800 employes of the St. Charles., Mo., Car 
Works. 

It is understood that the work of organi- 
zation has proceeded to the point where it 
is reasonably certain of success. 

So far as is known the men have no griev- 
ances at this time, and the union ts being 
formed for future protection. 

At various times during the last dozen 
years attempts have been made to form a 
union in the car warks, but they falled, 
mainly because the concern was owned and 
operated by local and St. Louis stockhold- 
ers, who had the complete confidence of 
the employes, and the latter could see no 
advantage ta be gained by organizing. 

But the company about two vears ago 
became a part of the car bullding syndi- 
eate, under the control of the American 
Car Company. The old president, H. B. 
Deaker of St. Charles, retired soon after, 
and at once the movement toward unionizg- 
ing the employes was revived. It has been 
carried on quietly, and, so far as known, 
has met no opposition from the campany.
